Until those 
words are learned the reporters, if any, at the 
games will have a hard time of ft Their task 
will be like that of writing about a prize fight | 
without a vocabulary containing ring, hook, jab, 
knockout, bell, canvas, rosin, rope, gate, and 
cash customer. 

Sports are one of the fruitful sources of loan 
words in any language. English seems to have 
borrowed most of the words for jousting from | 
France. The Scotch lent the vocabulary asso- 
ciated with golf. France borrowed the whole 


vocabulary of pugiliam from England and Amer- 
fea. Knockouter is a French verb in good stand- 


modern tennis. They talk of matches, love, deuce. 
They were entitled to them, for we had borrowed 
from France thé entire vocabulary of the game of 
war. We took it all, regiment [the administrative 
unit], battalion [the fighting unit], colonel [the 
leader of the column], echelon, sector, division, 
materiel, garrison, trench, rank, file, to mention 
only those that occur as once. | 

Some purists are offended by these wholesale 
borrowings. We are not. They are inevitable. 
The nation that perfects the game generally per- 
fects the vocabulary, with words of so precise a 


to translate them. The French words for tech- 
nicalities in the game of diplomacy are as in- 
evitable as the American names of 
than other nations. That may be because we 
have a less homogeneous population. It is re 
markable that the automobile, telegraph, tele 
phone, the airplane and radio, all of which are 
heavily indebted to American genius, have car- 
ried so few Americanisms to Europe. Hood and 
cowl are probably English in origin. Carburetor 
and ignition are French. So are garage and 
chauffeur. Burope does not speak, even, of gas- 
oline. Accelerator may be American, but proba- 
bly is not. Lindy rode in a fuselage, which is 
French, and his plane is kept in a hangar, which 
is also French. The airplane is as American as 
maple sirup, but to the international language 
describing it and its parts we have contributed 
few words of international usage beside dope, the 
paint for the wings. Perhaps our most notable 
achievement was in giving hello to the telephone 
users of the world, but the English have refused 
to accept it whole-heartedly. They ask, “ Are 
you there?” which seems to suggest that Amer- 
icans have greater confidence in mechanical con- | 
trivances than the English. We assume the tele- 
phone does its stuff and the English assume 

it doesn’t. 

The world is still a long way from having a/ 
universal language,” but we are edging in that 
4irection. Any bright boy with a good technical 
education ought to be able to master techhical 
French or German in a month or two. The 
strongholds of separatism are in the vocabularies 
for eating, drinking, and loving. These walls are 
high, but fortunately the international sign lan- 
guage is of some avail.

Varies from Dime 
to 29c a Gallon 
Wide Spread in the Retail 
Charge Noted Over.

This wide variation in the price of 
gasoline was revealed in a check up 
by 950 motor clubs affiliated with the 
American Automobile association and 
reported to national. headquarters at 
Washington. The check-up showed 
that on Nov. 22, @asoline was selling 
at 47 different prices. 
In order to secure an accurate pic 
pture, of the gasoline price range on a 
given day, identical forms were sent 
to, every affiliated club in the country. 
The lowest price on the date of the 
check-up was 10 cents for straight run 
and 13 cents for high test gasoline, at 
Peoria, Ill., and the highest was 27 
cents for straight run and 29 cents 
‘for high test, at, Phoenix, Ariz. 


Proximity to lsources of supply ap- 
peared to be a negligible factor in 
i determining current prices, since in 
‘many~ instances they were higher 
close to the oil fields than they were 
at distant points.

Another instance, in In- 
diana, disclosed that straight run gaso- 
line sold for 19.3 cents and high test 
gasoline f 22.3 cents. at Columbus, 
while it sold for 15.3 and 18.3 respec- 
tively, at Edinburg and Franklin, 10 
and 20 miles away.” 

The widest price range was in Illinois 
where the price of gas ranged from 10 
cents a gallon at 19% cents for 
straight run gasoline and from 13 to 22 
cents a gallon for high test. Tlinois 
has a two cent gasoline tax and in 
this,jas well as in other states where 
the price fluctuated widely from city to 
city and town to town, it was shown 
that, the tax is negligible as a factor in 
the wide fluctuation of prices. 


In the New England states, far from 
the oil fields and one of the greatest 
consuming sections, the price of gaso- 
line varied seven cents, ranging from 
16 cents a gallon to 22 cents for 
straight run, and from 18 cents a gal- 
lon to 25 cents for high test gas. 

In the east central] states, comprising 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Hiinois, Wis- 
consin, Kentucky and Terinessee, the 
price variation was 13 cents for both 
varieties of gasoline.

The Avalanche Books 


ByH,L. Mencken, 

HE other day there cams to me a package of books from 

a wel] known American publishing house. It was one of 

‘ six or eight that arrived that day, but by chance I 
. opened it first, presently I was examining its contents: 
five new novels, all of them by authors unknown to me. 
Bejing in a lazy mood, and disinclined to Hterary composition, 


found, not to put too fine a point. upon it, was simply bilge. 
In the whole quintet there wag not the slightest sign of 
anything even remotely describable as literary skill or pas- 


| sion. ‘The five authors were only lucky bunglers who had 


somehow managed to get their drivel printed. 

Why are such books published? On what theory do repu- 
table publishers go to all the elaborate troUble of getting 
them set up, printing them, binding them, encasing them in 


gaudy slipcovers, advertising them voluptuolély, and burdefi- | 


ing the book stores with them? . Who reads them? Who, hav- 
ing ordinary sanity and taste, could read them? I, often 
wonder, For they come out in an endless stream; hailed, 
whooped up, and then suddenly forgotten, Six months after 
publication they have disappeared 


It is commonly believed that the authors pay for their 
publication, but that, I am convinced, is true very seldom. 
Not many American publishers of any dignity ever print 


| books on that basis, A few third-raters do it—they are known 


|) in the trade as lemon squéezers—but they do not seem to 
prosper: it is too easy to get books published by reputable 


| publishers; and at their expense. The firm that issued the 


five novels was of that character. It has many books of 


national celebrity. And yet it also published that 
_. If this firm were singular, its hospitality to such rubbish 


| might be set down to an aberration of its constituent Barab- 
| bases, but the fact is that practically all of the leading Ameri- 


can publishers. show the same weakness. Their lists are 
crowded with second and third rate books and they advertise 
some of them ip a way almost worthy of a new cure for 


| halitosis. ._There seems to be a race among them to find out 


which can publish the most books, and every contestant ap- 
pears to be willing to call anything within covers a book in 
order to. win. An author of honest purposes and dignified 
achievement finds himself cheek by jowl on his publisher’s 
list with bogus geniuses just out of high school and all sorts 
of dull hacks and cheap jacks. Every imprint known to 
American readers during the last dozen years has appre 
ciably diminished in value, and some have diminished so much 
that they are now of scarcely any value at all. ; 


* 
I atsume that the general prosperity of the book trade 


is partly to blame. The business of publishing since the war 
has been very good. Americans are reading far more books 


than they ever did before and paying higher prices for them. | 


More, they are reading over wider fields. There was a time, 


{| and it wag not long ago, when the only American best sellers 


were novels, but now it is not at all uncommon for a book of 
history or biography, or even a treatise on psychology or 
Philosophy, to reach a huge sale. And, as sales have in- 


| creased, book stores have multiplied, so that there are now 


a dozen where there used to only one. 


| Thus it is easy for the pu lishers’ drummefs to take orders 


—~far easier than it was before the war. If each book store 
in the country takes only five copies of a new book—and if 
it is sufficiently advertised they will certainly average more 
than five—there is already a good gale. If the book has a 
good press some of them will reorder instan there- 
after it is a pretty gamble. Every American pu r play- 
ing that game has rolled up now and then heavy winnings. 
So all of them keep on playing. | 

\ But there are too many players sitting in and too many 
chips on the table. With such immense numbers of new books 
coming out not one in ten can have a genuinely successful 
sale—that is, a sale profitable alike to the publisher, to the 
author, and to the book seller. Only too often the first orders 
are never repeated—and never worked off upon the public. 
Every book seller in the coufitry has his shelves crowded with 
euch failures. He contemptates them gloomily for a while, 
and then, with more and more new books crowding upon him, 
he tries to force the publisher to take them back. If he suc- 
ceeds, the publisher faces a heavy loss. If he fails, he himself 
faces a heavy loss. 

Such losses of late have been so numerous that a great 
many American publishers find their profits cut very se- 
riously and a great many American book sellers are close to 
bankruptcy. Some time ago, indeed, a distinguished American 
publisher told me that he knew of not mure than a score of 
book stores in the whole country, excluding department 
stores, that were indubitably solvent: The rest are hanging 
on by their eyebrows, accumulating more and more formida- 
ble inventories and demanding heavier and heavier discounts 
on new books. They are drowned in unsalable stock. They 
had to lay it in in order to show a wide assortment to their 
customers and meet the competition of their rivals, And now 


* 


more than he can sell. ._He has no means of determining in 
advance which of the newcomers will be successes and which 
will be flops. So in order to have all of the former in hand 
when the demand comes he buys great stacks of the latter— 


insufficient to meet his incoming bills. Hence the dreadfully 
long credits that he demands. And hence his endless struggle 
for larger and larger discounts. 

- Most American publishers of any standing have made 
money during the last few years, but not many, I suspect, 
have made as much as they ought to have made on their 
turnover. As fast as their returns come in they are invested 
in more books—which means that they are put into‘ cold 
storage and remain unproductive for from six months to two 
years. Thus publishing begins to require more working capl- 
tal than any other comparable business, and one really bad 
season would be sufficient tq put more m one very pros 
| *

abandon their present wild yearning to fatten their lists and

the country. They are the urban land- 
owners against whose oppressive use 
of their power under obsolete laws 
there has been bitter agitation for 
many years. The key to the English 
situation which it is now proposed to 
remedy is the leasehold system. I: 
London and other great towns ther: 
are very few houses that are owned 
outright or as “ freeholds”’ by the oc- 
cupier. The land is owned by a few 
great owners who lease it for a period 
of years, usually ninety-nine. The 


building which at the end of the lease 
becomes the property of the landlord. 
The latter is entitled to insist on the 
occupier keeping the building in proper 
repair and handing it over him in 
good condition. 

Renew Lease. 

The bill now before parliament pro 
poses to remedy this. When it becomes 
‘law an Englishman will really own 
his own house even when it stands on 
leased land, and at the end of his 
lease the landlord must either renew 
the lease at a reasonable figure—to be 
determined in case of dispute by an in- 
dependent tribunal—or pay him the 
value of the building. 

Similarly a tenant who has improved 
the property during his tenancy will be 
entitled to compensation from the land- 
lord at the end of his tenancy.

Did you ever reflect that humidity. 
ing the rooms of one’s home not only 
protects the mucous membranes of the 
various family members ‘and the moist 
internal skin, keeping every one 
healthier and more comfortable, but 


it also saves a certain percentage of 
the coal bill? 

Some authorities go so far as to state 
that it will save ten per cent—perhaps 


more. 

Why? 

Because if a room possesses norma! 
humidity it can be kept at a tempera- 
ture of 7 or 8 degrees, or even 10 de- 
grees, cooler than a room which is 
without moisture. 

People who keep their rooms at 73.

Some devices consist of a pan of 
water in which rests a cylindrical cas- 
ing which encloses a wheel of thin 
metal vanes. The force of air from 
the fans makes the vanes revolve and 
lightly touch the water. The air 
passes over and evaporates the water 
on the vanes. Moisture is disseminat- 
ed without spray or mist. 

There are some simple, home made 
remedies which help to keep the air 
moist in rooms. 

For instance if one pan of water is 
placed on top of a radiator and another 
on the floor behind it and a wet towel 
runs from one to the other, with one 
end, of course, in each pan.

Im general the world over an egg is 
an egg, sold by the dozen, and served 
“sunny side up,” “over easy,” “hard 
boiled,” soft boiled,” or “ scrambled.” 

Alert flock owners know there is a 

great difference in eggs and they are 

going to let the world know it in order 
to get pay for their work in catering 
to the whims and fancy of quality de- 
manding consumers. 
Consumers in many cases have their 
preference, but have not always been 


able to get what they wanted because | 


of a lack of codrdination of production 
and demand. Eggs differ in quality, 
size, weight, and color, inside and out. 


There are fresh eggs, stale eggs, big , 


eggs and little eggs, eggs with white 
shells and brown shells, and pale yel- 
low yolks and golden yolks. Consum- 
ers are alike in their demand for big, 
fresh eggs, but their tastes differ when 
it comes to the color of the shell and 
yolk. 
Tastes Vary. 
New Yorkers want white shelled 


while Chicagoans are divided on the 
cuestion—some like eggs with brown 
shells, while others prefer white ones. 


That may be an unfounded prejudice, | 


but there is a difference worth consid- 
ering when it comes to the content 
inside the shell. Some eggs, for exam- 
ple, weigh twenty-one ounces per 
dozen, while others weigh twenty-four 
ounces or more per dozen. There is 
a difference of from three to four 
ounces of actual food in each dozen. 
This difference is considered so great 
by many that they advocate selling 
eges by weight instead of by the dozen.

The art of glass making dates back 
over a period of 5,000 years, beginning 
in Egypt. Later the Phoenicians be- 
came famous glass makers and their 
mirrors were. widely known. The

| art until surpassed by the Venetians, 


who established their industries as 
early as the fourth century. However, 


glass,” as early history refers to if. 
Polished’ steel is supposed to have 
‘served in place of glass at one time, 
with the small hand mirror of glass, 
probably of Venetian manufacture, be- 


{ ginning the year 1507, coming in close 


succession, and later the wall mirror. 
Tradition has it that Queen Eliza- 
beth used mitrors that had the un- 
usual, not to say weird, faculty of re- 
fiecting her always as young and beau- 
tiful. They were especially designed 
for her, and no glass that was “true” 
was ever allowed to find its way into 
her presence. If one were to search 
the great museums of the world it 
would be difficult to find specimens 
that dated earlier than the reign of 
Charles II. [1660-1685], for they were 
a scarce article and a rare possession. 
The early Georgian period found 


Grinling Gibbons and his fellow work- 
ers achieving much that was notewor- 
thy in the decorative treatment of 
walls, which resulted in the use of 
mirrors in a purety decorative way. 


} Previous to that 4ime France and 


Italy reigned supreme as the mirror 
producers of the world. The looking 
glass of early history in America was 
imported, and it was not until after 
the revolution that it was man 
tured profitably in this country. Of 
the many styles, representing the va- 
rious periods, the following are the 
most notable: The Georgian styles on 
stands; the Girandole, with its round 
convex glass and candles at each side; 
the Empire style, and the several or- 
nate styles of Georgian period, attrib- 
uted to Chippendale, Heppelwhite, 
Adam, Sheraton, etc.

Mia's Are Not Alone | 


Here are three uses for the looking glass. 


How and where to place mirrors is 
the usual question asked by the home 
decorator and it is an important one, 
too. Do not please your fancy by pur- 
chasing a mirror just because you like 
it. Consider first the wall space it is 
to fill, the size of the room, the size 
of the table, console, buffet, desk, chair, 
davenport or mantel over which it is 
to hang and the general character 
or style of the room, 


An excellent place in which to dis- 
play a mirror for use and decoration 
is in the entrance or reception hall. 
Besides being a necessity, it serves 
admirably in giving the hall greater 
apparent size. In a hall where there 
is an ungainly and barren looking wall 
space above a sofa, table or console, 
an attractive wall hanging of fabric 
may be used, over which a mirror of 
proper style and proportion should be 
placed. The decorative transforma- 
tion is often startling and gives the 
hall a more hospitable and inviting 
appearance. 


The mirror in the living room may 
be arranged in many ways that are 
decorative and that will add apparent 
size, especially to the room of rect- 
angular shape. It is customary with 
certain styled mantels to use a mirror 
as an over mantel decoration. Take, 
for instance, the mantel of late French 
adaptation, or the Adam style, or 
various types of simple colonial man- 
tels and the mirror of suitable’ style 
and proper proportions adds consider- 
ably to the decoration of the room,

HE other day there came to me a package of books from 
a well known American publishing hotse. It was one of 
six orjcight that arrived that day, but by chance I 
opened it first, preséntly I was examining its contents: 
five new novels, all of them by atvthers unknown to me. 
Being in a lazy mood, and disinclined to literary composition,

Why are such books published? On what theory do repu-

For they come out in an endless stream, hailed, 
whooped up, and then suddenly forgotten. Six months after 
publication they have disappeared completely.

At Is commonly believed that the authors pay for their 
Publication, but that, I am convinced, is true very seldom. 
Not many American publishers of any dignity ever pririt 
books on that basis. A few third-raters do it—they are known 
in the trade as lemon squeezers—but they do not seem to 
prosper: it is too easy to get books published by reputable 
publishers, and at their expense. The firm that issued the 
five’ novels was of that character.

If this firm were singular, its hospitality to such rubbish 
might be set down to an aberration of its constituent Barab- 
bases, but the fact is that_practically all of the leading Ameri- 
cah publishers show the same ‘weakness.

| Such losses of late have been so numerous that a great 
many American publishers find their profits. cut very se- 


bankruptcy. Some time ago, indeed, a distinguished American 
publisher told me that he knew of not more than a score of 
book stores in the whole country, excluding department 
stores, that were indubitably solvent. The rest. are hanging 
on by their eyebrows, accumulating more and more formida- 
ble inventories and demanding heavier and heavier discounts 
on new books.

‘Thus it is easy for the publishers’ drummers to take orders 
—far easier than it was before the war. If each book store 
in the country takes only five copies of a new book—and if

If the book has a 
good press some of them will reorder instantly—and there- 
after it is a pretty gamble. Every American publisher play- 
ing that game has rolled up now and then heavy winnings. 
So all of them keep on playing. 

But there are too many players sitting in and too many 
chips on the table. With such immense numbers of new books 
coming out not oné in ten can have a genuinely successful 
sale-—that is, a sale profitable alike to the publisher, to the 
author, and to the book seller. Only too often the first orders 
are never repeated—and never worked off upon the public. 
Every book seller in the country has his shelves crowded with 
such failures. He contemptates them gloomily for a while, 
and then, with more and more new books crowding upon him, 
he tries to force the publisher to take them back.\ If he suc- 
ceeds, the publisher faces a heavy loss. If he fails, he himself 
faces a heavy loss, 

many American publishers find their profits cut very se- 
riously and a great many American book sellers are close to 
bankruptcy. Some time ago, indeed, a distinguished American 
publisher told me that he knew of not more than a score of 
book stores in the whole country, excluding department 
stores, that were indubitably solvent. The rest are hanging

“Plus Ten Percent War-Tax.” 

The bill for tax-reduction of the Wise and toes 
Committee is, on the whole, politically and econom- 
ically sensible; but in one respect it perpetuates an 
unfair discrimination against an important national 
industry and profém@sion. It continues to tax theater 
tickets which cost over a dollar; and this is a gross 


against thé spoken drama. There is ne@reason 
such a discrimination. Moving- pictures can 
cheaper than spoken dramas;. but that is 
cause the ohe photographed performance can 
- more widely distributed. A spoken drama which 
costs three dollars to see and hear is being sold at 

@ much smaller margin above its cost of production 
than is a moving-picjure which costs twenty-five 
cents to see. If amusements are to be taxed, they 
should be taxed at approximately the same rate. It 
may be sdiind public policy to impose a tax on tickets 
which cost five dollars or more, on the score of their 
being luxuries; but a three-dollar seat at a theater 
is not a luxury or ap extravagance. It is a fair price 
to pay for an article which is one necessity of an in- 
teresting life for many people; and there is no rea- 
son to select it, as compared to cheaper forma of

LONDON, Dec. 24.—Relations be- 
tween landlord and tenant in Great 
Britain will be revolutionized by «4 bill 
now before parliament which the con- 
| servative government is pledged to 
pass in the present session. It will 
remove many of the anomalies and in- 
justices which now exist and in spite 
of its being a conservative measure is 
being fought bitterly by the landlords 

The landlords aimed at in this case 
are not the owners of broad acres ir 


the country. They are the urban Jand 
owners against whose oppressive usc 
of their power under obsolete law 
there has been bitter agitation fo 

many years. The key to the Englisl 
situation which it is now proposed t: 
remedy is-the leasehold system. Ir 
London and other great towns ther« 
are very few houses that are owne 

outright or as “ freeholds”’ by the oc- 
cupier. The land is owned by a fe. 

great owners who lease it for a perioc 
of years, usually ninety-nine. Th: 
leaseholder then proceeds to put up * 
building which at the end of the lease 
becomes the property of the Jandlord. 
The latter is entitled to insist on the 
occupier keeping the building in proper 
repair and handing it over to him in 


good condition. 
Must Renew Lease. 


The bill now before parliament pro- 
poses to remedy this. When it becomes 
law an Englishman will really own 
his own house even when it stands on 
leased land, and at the end of his 
lease the landlord must either renew 
the lease at @ reason#ble figure—to be

INROOMS OF HOME 
HELPS FO HEALTH 


Many Devices to Insure 
Proper Humidity. 


BY HOMER GRANT. 

Did you ever refiect that humidify- 
ing the rooms of one’s home not only 
protects the mucous membranes of the 
various family members and the moist 


internal skin, keeping every one 
healthier and more comfortable, but 


it also saves a certain percentage of 
the coal] bill? 

Some authorities go go far as to state 
that it will save ten per cent—perhaps 
more. 

Why? 

Because if a room possesses norma) 
humidity it can be kept at a tempera- 
ture of 7 or 8 degrees, or even 1% de- 
grees, cooler than a room which is 
without moisture. 

People who keep their rooms at 78 
or 80 degrees are doing so probably 
because their rooms are “ desert dry.”

If the rapid evaporation of the nat-| 
ural moisture of the skin is stopped 
by increasing the humidity, no one will 
feel chilly in a warm room-—or want 
that same room so hot by from five to 
ten degrees. ; 

Many Different Methods. 
There are different ways of increas- 
ing the humidity of rooms. One 
“ humidifier,” for instance, has a brass 
frame, cup, and glass container with 
capacity of 2 quarts. 
This device will fit, it is claimed, 
per cent of the steam and hot water 
radiators now in use and can be in- 


‘| stalled without tools in less than five 


minutes on any radiator which has an 
opening % inch by 6 inches or larger 
between the coils. This device, it is 
claimed, evaporates from 2 to 4 quarts 
of water a day on the average radiator. 
Then there is the washed air system 
for the home previously described in 
the columns of this paper, a home 
humidifying method which sends fresh 
washed air through the house all win- 
‘ter without aid of fan or motor, but 
by the force of a downward spray of 
water only. 
' Radiator cabinets often include hu- 
midifying provision, 
Home Made Varieties. 


Some devices consist of a pan of 
water in which rests a cylindrical cas- 
ing which encloses a wheel of thin 
metal vanes. The force of air from 
the fans makes the vanes revolve and 
lightly touch the water. The air 
passes over and evaporates the water 
on the vanes. Moisture is disseminat- 
ed without spray or mist. 

There are some simple. home made 
remedies which help to keep the air 
moist in rooms. 

For instance if one pan of water is 
placed on top of a radiator and another 
on the floor behind it and a wet towel 
runs from one to the other, with one 
end, of course, in each pan. 
| Again, if one allows the shower in 
the bathroom to run with cold water, 
and the door is left open, the rest of 
the house will benefit from it. Pans 
of water boiled on the stove in the 
kitchen help in the humidifying pro- 
cess, provided of course the doors are 
left open.

Plenty Available.

The percent- 
age of culls at the pepper canning 
mills frequently runs high and poul- 
try experts say these ordinarily are 
sent back to the farms to be fed to 
hogs, cows and poultry. Some of the 
waste pepper is considered of such 
low value that farmers dump it in the 
fields to rot as fertilizer.

The 
leaseholder then proceeds to put up a 
building which at the end of the lease 


The latter is entitled to insist on the 
occupier keeping the building in proper 
repair and handing it 
good condition.

When it becomes 
law ah Englishman will really own 
his own house even when it stands on 
leased land, and at the end of his 
lease the landlord must either renew

developed. But for all we know, even 
this symbol may have & Greek root: 
Cowpeas look like tiny\ red beans 

with an eye on one side. In South 
Carolina and in some of our other 
southern states‘they are eaten on 


New Year's day as a lucky symbol. 


In South, Carolina, and seemingly 
in Virginia as well, the nume of the 
lueky dish made of them is “ Hoppin’ 
John.” This is a mixture of cowpeas 


and rice, with herb-and bacon season- best 


ing. There are other rice dishes in 
the south almost as indigenous as 
this, but perhaps none so symbolic. 
The Carolinians claim it and one of 
them once. wrot+ as follows: “I have 
never heard of any other state try: 
ing to wrest the honor of its posses- 
sion from us. There is a supersti- 
tion—and, my! how many we do: have! 
—that if one eats peas on New Year's 
day he will have plenty [net alone 
of peas) all the rest of the year.” 
Therefore, it seéMis every housewife 
and even the hotels “in the low coun- 
try” serve a dish of cowpeas on New 
Year’s day. 

A long time resident [colored] of 
Chattanooga, Tenn, calls the cow- 
peas “red rippers,” and says both white 
and colored people of that section 
eat all they can, om that day of red 
ripper peas and hog head, so they 
will have prosperity all the coming 
year. 

When one is on an intensive look- 
out for flavors perhaps cooked cow+ 
peas will taste more like raw peantts 
cooked than like either beans or peas. 
Their combination with rice is easy 
and the results are satisfactory. The 
peas may be cooked with a nice piece 
of salt pork to give the necessary fat 
or they may be buttered after they 
are cooked, but the long, slow cooking 
with the fat gives them a quality that 
every day eaters especially like, as in- 
stance the eating of baked pork and 
beans by the millions.
